Mto  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of 
the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1965o 

In  the  vital  statistics  we  find  some  increase  in  the  birth-rate 
with  a consequent  rise  in  the  populationo  Once  again  it  is 
satisfactory  to  coinnent  on  the  absence  of  any  deaths  due  to 
maternity  and  from  the  commoner  infectious  diseases o Some  increase 

in  the  number  of  deaths  in  children  during  the  first  week  of  life 
occnarred  and  in  all  of  these  cases  the  reason  was  due  to  prematurityo 

It  is  now  satisfactory  to  receive  the  names  and  addresses  of 
immigrants  to  this  country  and  arrangemerits  are  therefore  made  for 
them  to  be  visited  in  the  hope  that  they  will  take  advantage  of  the 
facilities  available  for  chest  x-rays  and  to  see  that  the  services 
offered  under  our  National  Health  Acts  and  otherwise  are  understood. 

As  it  is  now  frequently  the  custom  to  commence  immunisation 
against  poliomyelitis  at  about  3‘”incsnths  of  age  so  as  to  coincide 
with  the  first  protective  injection  by  the  triple  vaccine  against 
the  diseases  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  it  becomes 
xmportant  to  remember  the  need  for  re^inforcing  doses  which  are  due 
before  the  child  attends  school  at  about  age  five.  It  is  equally 
in^ortant  again  to  stress  the  need  for  adults  receiving  protection 
against  poliomyelitis  and  indeed  against  the  enteric  fevers, 
especially  if  they  propose  to  travel  to  the  Mediterranean  coast  line<> 

I wish  to  acknowledge  the  help  which  Dr,  Cooke  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Guildford  continues  to  give  us  on  all  aspects 
of  bacteriological  investigations  and  in  conclusion  may  I thank  the 
Cotmcil,  the  Clerk  and  the  Chief  Officers  for  their  help  and 
consideration  on  all  health  problems  and  the  general  practitioners 
for  their  co-operation  at  all  times o
